new pulpit has been dedicated by the 
Rey.

The pulpit was presented to Queen

Canada’s Big Game 


Buffalo, Deer and Antelope Increase in 
Game Reservations 

Much information of interest to all 
| who care about big game and the con- 
{servation of it is contained in the re- 
port of J. B. Harkin, commissioner of 
| the Canadian National Parks. The ex- 
| termination of buffalo, it 1s pointed 
j out, has been more than prevented at 
Wainwright Park, in Alberta. An an- 
}nual surplus of a couple of thousand 
janimals is now available to stock 
| parks in other parts of the world or 
|to be converted to commercial uso as 
food. Aside from the Wainwright 
| herds altogether, there are in three of 
| the national parks of Canada herds of 
8,345 buffalo. They equal in number 
; those at Walnwright, and, like the 
buffalo there, will rapldly increase un- 
| ul these parks, although sanctuaries 
| for wild animal life of every sort, will 
ere long have to be thrown open to| 
;the shooting of buffalo within certain | 
| numbers. 
| ‘The Walnwright Park 1s not} 
| restricted entirely to buffalo. There 
are 312 elk, 30 moose, 1,188 deer, four 
antelope, and 21 yak, There are 400! 
elk and 200 moose on Elk Island. 
| Moose have increased rapidly in Jas-| 
| per Park, and are doling well in Yoho 
jand Kootenay Parks. Caribou are 
| found in Jasper, Glacier and Reyel-| 
stoke parks. The hundred elk brought} 
from the United States to Jasper| 
Park a few years ago Wave already) 
jincreased to 650. They are reported 
doing well, and are in considerable | 
numbers in three of the national
